French operators F1TXI, F5J0T, F5LGQ, F50QJ, 
F6AUS, F6CKH, F6BFH and F9IE will use TMOPR from IOTA EU-048 (located 
in the Bretagne "Morbihan" Region Group), April 26th to May 1st. 
Activity will be on all bands (WARC included). QSL via F5J0T. 


T07, ST. PIERRE & MIQUELON (FP). Bruno/F53YD and Eric/F5SSM will be 


using TO7I from April 27th to May 6th. They will be active all bands 
(including the WARC bands) on SSB and RTTY. They will try to operate 
from other different islands. QSL via F5JYD. 


XE3, YUCATAN PENINSULA (MEXICO). Dr. Rick Dorsch, NE8Z/HC1MD, will once 
again be active from XE-land from April 14-24th as XE3/NE8Z.

LN prefix will be used for the first time in amateur radio in conjunction 
with the commemoration of the 50th anniversary of the end of World War II 
in Norway (April 9, 1940 - May 8, 1945). The callsign LN1V will be on the 
air the week of May 1-8th in conjunction with the National Guard's 
commemoration of the liberation of Norway. LN1V will be on the air from 
Oslo using CW, SSB, and digital modes. Some of the activity will be from 
military radio stations, both modern field radio sets and radio sets used 
more than 50 years ago during the war. Proposed frequencies:

5th 1945, the day WWII came to an end. From May 1st until 31st look for 
the following PI5 stations which are valid for the Liberation Award: 
PI45ADH, PI45ARL, PI45AML, PI45AVG, PI45CQP/A, PI45DEC, PI45DHG, PI45EDE, 
PI45EHV, PI45EMN, PI45GN, PI45HVB, PI45JUT, PI45KEI, PI45KGL, PI45PLM, 
PI45RCK, PI45RMB, PI45SDH, PI45TWN, PI45UTC, PI45VGZ, PI45VRL, PI45VRZ/A, 
PI45WBR, PI45YSM, PI45ZLB, PI45ZWN and several PA6 stations will be 
signing /45. A special station signing PI5MEI (5th May), will ONLY be 
active from May 1-13th. This station will be in Wageningen, the location 
where HRH Prince Bernhard (Prince of The Netherlands) signed a peace 
treaty. All stations will be active as much as possible during May and 
will participate in festivities all over The Netherlands. However, on 

May 4th, from 1000 to 2200z, there will be no activity from the PI45 
stations, due to the remembrance of all who fell during WWII. A special 
collectible A4 size colored "LIBERATION AWARD" can be obtained by working 
any of the PI45 stations mentioned and or PA5MEI (which counts double) 

or PA6 /45 stations. Europe stations must work at least 3 stations; 
outside Europe at least 2 stations. Contacts can be made on all bands, 
CW/SSB and including satellite but excluding repeater operations. 
Applications for the AWARD should be sent along with 10 U.S. green 

stamps and a log extract no later than July 15th to Awards Manager:
